Theaters of the variety sort are 
opeuiug in all the cities, and 
Eariington witnessed the formal 
opening of the Masonic Hall, 
Saturday night, September 1, on 
which date many amusement 
places opened wide their doors 
throughout the land. 

Eariington was favored with a 
two-act farce presented in an in- 
mitable manner by the comedy 
stump stars of the opening cam- 
Ollie James and W. E. 
Bourland. There was a steady 
undercurrent of humor through- 
performance, that was 
chiefly entertaining to the Re- 
publicans and independents, who 
helped make up the audience. 

Really excellent music was 
supplied by the Madisonville 
Band, who, with the entire cast, 
the rooters and a part of the 
audience, were brought from the 
county seat. 

Prominent in the cast were 
Chief-rain-maker John Brashier 
and Sitting Bull Bob Bradley, 
the medicine men of the Beck- 
mite wigwam in- Hopkins 
unty.- At the -curtain raising 
each of these sat as end men, 
but the chief rain-maker's duties 
presently took him behind the 
where he occupied him- 
self during the evening in the 
facture of artificial thunder 
for the star actors, which Bill 
Orr, as chief rooter, caught up in 
the rear and rolled back over the 
heads of the audience, straight 
through the beautifully decorated 
wings, into the thunder machine, 
where it fell again with a dull 
thud.

And 
the further declaration # that 
Bryan's speech of acceptance — 
which Harper's Weekly mentions 
as a "Very notable example of 
what. Talleyrand meant when he 
said that the chief function of 
language is to conceal thought' 
—that this written speech was 
the "greatest State paper which 
had ever been penned since the 
Declaration of Independence." 
The thinking audience 
laffed." 
Dr. Pete Davis, who has been 
personal friend of Mr. James 
ace the former's legislative 
service, introduced Jame», and 
paid him high tribute, which was 
so high, out of the bigness of Dr. 
Pete's heart, that it came as a 
convulsing bit. of extravaganza. 
He said he reckoned "that God 
Almighty had perhaps never 
made a bigger, brainer, more 
promising young Democrat than 
Ollie James," and predicted that

Ollie proved the epigram by 
his speech, which had not in it 
the suggestion that he was speak- 
ing to intelligent, thinking peo- 
ple. His opening statement was 
that he had been to New York 
and all over this country, and 
that he had been looking for 
prosperity and had not found it 
anywhere. He said "that's what 
I came to Eariington for; I'm 
looking for prosperity." "Have 
you got any of it here?" He re- 
ferred to "infernal copperations" 
and wanted to know if anybody 
here had a "full dinner pail." 
Among other things that the 
erudite Ollie said, was, "I swear 
to God I didn't know there were 
any Philippine Islands before our 
war with Spain." One gentle- 
man says that Ollie gave Phila- 
delphia credit for having given 
that exclusive, historic Boston 
party, and the impression 
prevailed after the speech that 
Ollie credited the Democrats 
with having thrown the tea over- 
board. Ollie also remarked upon 
Patrick Henry's famous "liberty 
death" speech which he said 
was made in "Carpenter Hall."

And a fair trial Powers has not 
had. Much of the testimony has 
been irrelevant hearsay and the 
red-hot rhetoric of the prosecu- 
tion covered up the faulty links 
in its chain of evidence. Con- 
viction was to be expected, but 
the end is not. yet in this issue, 
and the country will not accept 
this verdict as final, as there is 
no question the conviction and 
the sentence to life imprison- 
ment represent a gross miscar- 
riage of justice, brought about 
through suborned perjury aud 
subservient officer* of the law*—

The Nashville, Chattanooga 
St. Louis Railroad Co. lias recently 
ordered ten 76-tou locomotives for 
hauling freight trains on its line. 
They will be built by the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works of Philadelphia. 

The Louisville & Nashville's posi- 
JMM is considerably different from 
that of the Southern. Its directors 
have not pursued the policy of ex- 
pansion, and its mileage operated 
during the last fiscal year was but 
lis more than during the year of 
1886-tKS. During the first period it 
reflected the condition of business 
depression. Its gross earnings 
amounted to $20,8111.000. its net earn- 
to $6,886,000, and its fixed charges to 
$5,568,000. This left a- surplus of 
nearly ♦1,400,000. But the directors 
deemed it best not to declare a divi- 
dend, but to reserve this for better- 
ments and other purposes. Time 
has shown the wisdom of their 
course, but lately the stock of the 
road lias been put on a four per cent 
basis. Its earnings for the last year 
amounted to $27,715,000, an increase 
of 85.0 per cent over 1895-BU. Its net 
earnings were »8,884,O00 and its ob- 
ligations $6,174,00. Including income 
from all sources, a surplus is left for 
the present year of $3,470,000, out of 
whicli dividends amounting to $2,- 
112,000 will be paid. Its net earnings 
per mile increased from $2,622 to 
$2746. or 18.7 per cent. It will be 
noted that although the gross earn- 
ings increased 35.9 per cent, its mile- 
age increased but 8.7 per cent.— 
Manufacturers' Record. 

A dispatch from New Orleans 
states that the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad Co. will probably ex- 
pend 160,000 In improving its passen- 
ger station In that city. Officials of 
the company have rocently been in 
the city considering the plans. 

The Gulf, Colorado & Santo Fe 
Railroad Oo. has in use a weed-burn 
ing machine by which it is claimed 
the grass and other vegetation grow- 
ing at the side of the track can be 
consumed so rapidly that from sixty 
to seventy-five miles of line daily 
can be cleared. The machine is the 
invention of Geo. H. Hancock, and 
crude oil is used for fuel.

These Boers fraternize 
with the inhabitants.

"There were many men 70 years 
old, ami just as many others IS, 1C 
and 17. 

"The officers with whom I con- 
versed speak both Dutch and English. 
The privates are not as bright as their 
officers. They seemed rather a stupid 
lot. They have the same fare as the 
British soldiers. 

The Islaad Garrison. 

"There are two regiments in tho 
garrison — the West Indian colored 
regiment, composing the regular gar- 
rison, and the Fifth Gloucester infan- 
try, Lieut.

It must be 
studied lo the light of its surround- 
ings, and the one lesson that It 18 In- 
tended to teach must not lie lost sight 
must it be taken to teach too 
much. Christ's disciples have asked 
for an Increase of faith.

Duty has Its 
place, and an Important place. We are 
God's and should serve God as a result 
of this ownership and not for rewards 
that may be attached to the perform- 
ance of duty, reelings change; duty is 
unchangeable. Christianity Is opposed 
to natnral personal Inclinations, and 
hence we cannot give them the su- 
preme place in our religion. Men ought 
to obey God, though obedience may 
conflict with personal Inclination, and 
If by God's grace we do accomplish 
something let us not be puffed up, for, 
do what we may, we only do our duty.

laws had been framed and. though we 
had heated political contests .the 
diet rendered by the people at the poll, 
wns always respected, accepted and 
State peace and good order ensued. 

While the Goebel law was before 
tho House every effort was made to 
amend It by Incorporating in it some- 
thing of the spirit and letter of our 
old laws. The new law provided that 
the three .State election commissioners 
into whose hands and keeping all pow- 
er was committed should be elected by 
the Legislature. An amendment was 
offered that Legislature should elect 
two coram lssioners and the Governor 
be the third member, thus giving the 
people one representative. Mr 
Beckham voted against that amend- 
ment, and it was lost. An amend- 
ment was offered requiring that of tho 
three county commissioners one should 
be the County Judge, a man elected by 
the people. Mr. Beckham voted 



that 

lost. An amendment was presented 
providing that the County Judge and 
Sheriff should sit with the three coun- 
ty commissioners as the board exam- 
ining and canvassing the returns in 
each county and awarding and issuing 
certificates of election. Again an ef- 
fort to retain some features of local 
self-government and to allow the peo- 
ple of each locality to be represented 
by officials selected by them. Mr. 
Beckham voted against this amend- 
ment and It was lost. Under the laiw 
as presented the Legislature elected 
the three State Commissioners. These 
men have more power than all the of- 
ficials elected by the people combined. 
An amendment was offered providing 
for the election by the people of these 
three commissioners, not by the Legis- 
lature. Mr. Beckham voted against 
that amendment and it was lost. 

Of these three men, to be elected 
not by the people-, but by the legisla- 
ture, Senator Bronston. a Democrat, 
said on the floor of the Senate: "So 
soon as this legislature adjourns 
three men chosen by party prejudice 
and inflamed passion to subserve sel- 
fish snds and gratify personal ambi- 
tion will have absolute and undisputed 
control of every election held for any 
purpose in this etate." Yet the peo- 
ple by the aid of the vote of Speaker 
Beckham were denied part in the se- 
lection of men clothed with this tre- 
mendous power. Mr. Beckham voted 
for the Goebel law, approved its every 
provision, voted aoialnst proper amend- 
ments to it, signed it, and is today the 
beneficiary of its executed power for 
wrong. He was nominated for Lieu- 
tenant Governor by the Music Hall 
convention of '99. the one State con- 
vention of that year that placed the 
stamp of commendation and eulogy on 
the Goebel law. Hie party alone de- 
fended that bill during the State can- 
vas. The election was held. He 
was defeated by John Marshall, and 
yet today he holds the office of Lieu- ; 
tenant Governor and as such Is thai 
Acting Governor of this State. His 
support of the Goebel law, his nomi- 
nation by the Music Hall convention, 
his contest for offloe after being de- 
feated, has present position consti-

The Goebel law, the rights destroy-

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earnest for repose. That issue was 
forced upon us by the passage of a 
law that was resisted by a combina- 
tion consisting of every Republican 
and a number of Democrats in the 
General Assembly. The wrongs, out- 
rages and crimes against popular sov- 
ereignty and representative govern- 
ment done by and under the direct 
provisions of that law, In an atmos- 
phere and spirit of partisan injustice 
created by it, have intensified that op- 
position. Every element of fairness, 
every principle of self-government, 
every recognition of popular rights Is 
eliminated by this law. As a result, 
for the first time In the history of 
fehte Commonwealth every State office 
Is now occupied by and its duties done 
or left undone, by men defeated at the 
polls.

The count stands today where it 
stood when it left the hands of the 1}9 
Democratic county boards, and was 
certified by them to the Democratic 
SUte Board, which Issued commissions 
under that count to every Republican 
candidate. By that count, the Repub- 
lican nominees were elected by major- 
ities ranging from 1,500 to 2,400. Our 
fathers never suffered denial of their 
right to select those who should bear 
rule over them.

THE MURDER OF GOEBEL 

The murder of Senator Ooebal was a 
crime of blackest hue. Every man 
wori.iy of citizenship must earnestly 
hope that the assassin and all other, 
If any. parties to this crime and parti- 
cipators in it may be brought to spee^iv 
punishment; but one crime is no ex- 
cuse or defense for another. As Mr 
Justice Harlan, in his dissenting opin- 
ion in the case of Taylor v;i. rfeckhnm, 
says. In speaking of the action of the 
Lcmucratic Members of the legislature 
in unseating Taylor: "Indignant, as 
naturally they were and should navo

Note another vicious provision of the 
Johnson law. As Btated heretofore, un- 
der o :r election system, for fifty years 
before the passage of the Goebel law 
officials chosen direc tly by the people 
had complete supervision of all elec- 
tions. TJnder the Goebel law. virtually 
all the duties., powers and resjionsibll 
ities heretofore vested In County Judges 
Sheriffs, County Clerks and certall 
elected State officials were vested in 
the State Election Board elected by the 
Legislature, and the County Bo.irdH ap- 
pointed by the State Board. By some 
oversight, one power and duty remained 
in the County Clerk under the provis- 
ions of the Goebel law. That duty wa* 
to prepare and have tbe ballots printed 
and distributed to the various polling 
Places in their r.-spective counties. This 
offlcttl is elected by the people. The 
.l .hnson law corrected this error In the 
coebel law, but takes from the County 
( l-rk this duty with regard to printing 
and distributing ballots, and transfers 
it to the Chairman of the County Board 
a man selected by tho triumvirate at 
l rankfort. Thus, the last vestige of 
horns rule, of local self-government was 
: tr:cken from the law, under the pro- 
vl Ions of the amendment proposed by 
the Democratic Committee. 

i nder this measure an educational 
ipiallflcatlon was grafted on our elec- 
tion system, just, as the attempt bad 
been previously made to Impose a prop- 
erty qualification upon the voter. That 
attempt /was made under a law which 
passed the Democratic House on March 
IS, 18M. while Mr. Beckham wuk speak- 
■ r, This law provided that the payment 
of jioll tax was a necessary prerequisite 
to voting, unless the party was exempt 
from the payment of such tax.

Another ground relied on by t 
Democratic party for frantic appeal 
the voters to do this year what they 
refused to do lost year, namolir elect 
Beckham, Is that ex-Governor Tayle 
Is now and has been for some months 
in the State of Indiana. No man was 
ever forced into the same position 
he. lClected Attorney General in 1895, 
he served the 8tate with high credit to 
himself and to the best interests of the 
Commonwealth. He was an able. In- 
dustrious, successful official. 

Elected Governor in 1899, he was In- 
augurated on December 12. and took 
up tho duties nnd burdens of his high 
office. His message to the General As- 
sembly, which convened January 2, was 
broad, able, conservative, attested deep 
love for bis State, his desire to see It 
move forward along lines of right pro- 
gress, and declared In every sentence 
his purpose to dedicate the power and 
opportunities of his position to this 
end. and to secure the happiness, wel- 
fare, prosperity and peace of the peo- 
ple 

From the day of his election fierce, 
bitter warfare was waged on him. 

The Goebel law, the conduct of the 
election by Democratic oftlclals had in- 
spired a spirit of lawlessness in that 

On the night following the election 
a prominent Democratic politician 
stood on the steps or the Capital Hotel 
In Frankfort by tho side of Mr. Goe- 
bel, and addressing an audience gath- 
ored to greet him, said: "If Goebel is 
elected, and I believe he is. and W. O. 
Bradley attempts to make a Governor 
other than the man elected by the peo- 
ple, then bo and eveny white Republi- 
can who aBRlsts him In this attempt 
should be killed." This expression 
was loudly applauded. 

No attempt was made by any Repub- 
lican to make Governor a man other 
than the one elected by tho people. But 
that attempt was made and carried into 
oxecution by the Democratic Legisla- 
ture. The contest was begun. Repub- 
lican members unseated, the contest 
committee packed, Its ruling unfair, 
the verdict certainly foretold, the 
threat made openly that the day the 
legislature decided tho contest Taylor 
would be ejected from the executive 
building by force and arms. The force 
of the Goebel law and of the Legisla- 
ture under forms of law was to be fol- 
lowed by physical force. 

In the storm and stress of the hour 
Mr. Goebel Is murdered. Immediately 
threats of mobs and hanging of Tay- 
lor are made, civil chaos reigns, the 
tension is great, the Legislature ad- 
journed, the mllltla called out to pre- 
serve peace, to protect lives, to pro- 
tect property. It was lawlessness for 
Governor Taylor to assemble compa- 
nies of mllltla in Frankfort, but not 
lawlessness for .jo Democratic Legisla- 
ture to vote $100,000 to be used by Gov- 
ernor Becunam for raising and equip- 
ping a militia force for use in connec- 
tion with his claim of Governorship.

The Spanish-American war, In Its 
causes and results, will go into his- 
tory as one of the most remarkable 
and distinctive conflicts of modern 
times.

In the distant Pacific the Philippine 
Islands were repeatedly the scene of 
such outbreaks, and from time to time 
warfare in the' Island of Cuba, at our 
own doors, brought vividly home to us 
tho trials of an oppressed people.

X)HIO AND KENTUCKY ELECTION LAWS 

[Editorial in the Lexington Leader, Thursday, August 30, 1900.] 
The Frankfort correspondent of the Associated Prees sees every- 
thing through Goebel spectacles, being himself a 33d degree Goebellte 
and having been elected to a city office dn Franktort on the Ooobel ticket 
In 1899. His dispatches from the State Capital have been consciously or 
unconsciously colored to such an extent by his Ooebel prejudices that the 
newspapers which depend upon the great newsgathering agency he serves 
have created an undercurrent of sentiment In remote sections of tho coun- 
try favorable to the political scoundrels who have raped the ballot and 
stolen the State government of Kentucky. 

The Leader is a good deal of partisan Itself, and Is not unmindful of 
the fact that correspondents arc human and subject to passion and preju- 
dice. On tiiis account It overlooked or excused many evidences of parti- 
sanship In the Ftankfort dispatches during the revolutionary days of Jan- 
uary and February, but now that comparative peace and quiet have boon 
restored we had hoped to be spared the necessity of protesting against ihe 
renewed Ooebellzlng of what ought to be Impartial and Independent re- 
ports. 

Tho Leader has been moved to these obeervatons by an Associated 
Press Dispatch sent out by the Ooebel correspondent at Frankfort Satur- 
day night to newspapers far and wide. After telling about the call for a 
Democratic legislative caucus to agree upon an election bill to take tho 
place of the repudiated GoeiheV law and the great variety of bills proposed 
by Deinocratc members of the General Assembly, the correspondent adds:

Lhe Ohio law is absolute equality of represen- 
tation between both parties in every election board and every election 
booth In the State, the governing committees of each party being permit- 
ted to name their representatives on the boards. 

The basic principle of the Kentucky law Is absolute Democratic con- 
trol of the State and county election boards and every election booth In 
the State, the miserable sop of minority representation occasionally thrown 
to the Republicans being n mere blind and subterfuge. 

In Ohio tho county election boards consist of two Republicans and 
two Democrats, selected by the respective county rommltteee. and no out- 
side political power can interfere with thoir appointment or secure their 
removal. These uou-partlsa.i boards divide the counties Into election pre- 
cincts; they aipoolirt election officers and school them in their duties; they 
preparo and- print the baJlots and supply voting booths and ballot boxes; 
they canvass the returns and they retain possession of everything pertain- 
ing to elections until full opportunity baa been given for contest or review 
In the courts. 

In Ohio there are two Republican judgrs and two Democratic Judges 
and one Republican clerk and one Democratic clerk in every booth, and 
every registration list, poll book and tally sheet is kept in duplicate, one 
set by a Democrat and the other set by a Republican. These records 
must always be compared and there ts no chance for fraud on either side. 

In Kentucky there is no system of checks, only one record being kept, 
and wherever It is desired to have a fraudulent registration and election 
it is possible to pack the booths with the moat rascally -ward heelers, and 
registration books and tally sheets may be plastered over with forgery and 
fraud w+thout the slightest fear of detection or punishment. 

In Ohio Isst year we witnessed a bitterly contested election In which 
tho two great parties strained every nerve to win. The Democratic can- 
didate for Governor was the owner of the Cincinnati Enquirer, the most 
venomous and vituperative newspaper in America In Its attacks on Presi- 
dent McKlnley. Senator Hanna and every Ohio Republican leader. John 
R. McLean spent a quarter ot a million dollars In ten weeks In his effort 
to Deselected Governor, and many believed he would win. but ho suffered 
a decisive defeat at the polls. » * *
